PEORIA, Ill, Aug, 11—Bernie 
Shelton was warned in a mes- 
sage relayed from a woman about 
two weeks before he was shot to 
death July 26 of a plot to murder 
him at a secret meeting, which 
was to have been held for the 
purpose of playing the now fa- 
mous “Gatewood bribe records,” 
the Post-Dispatch learned today. 

The message, relayed by John 
Robinson, a former employe of 
the State Highway Patrol, indi- 
cated that Peter J. Petrakos 
punchboard operator and gambler, 
was the finger man in the mur- 
der plot. Petrakos, formerly a 
close associate of Bernie and an 
almost daily visitor at the Shel- 
ton slot machine headquarters 
and Parkway tavern on Farming- 
ton road, is missing.

“We mustn’t be naive or idiotic 
but we can be careful.” 

Eisenhower, now president of 
Columbia University, made his re- 
marks at a press conference an 
hour after he ‘and his wife ar-

At a pfess conference, Secretary

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11—Presi- 
dent Truman was quoted by two 
St. Louis area representatives to- 
day as saying he would make an 
active, vigorous, personal cam- 
paign by train, probably starting 
with a major speech of Labor day 
and ending with visits to St. Louis 
and Kansas City. 


Representatives Frank M. Kar- 
sten (Dem.), St. Louis, and Mel- 
vin Price (Dem.), East St. Louis, 
said they had urged the President 
to spend two or three days in St. 
Louis, making his headquarters 
there for that period and speaking 
in various nearby communities. 
The President did not say whether 
he would be able to follow this 
suggestion. 

Both Congressmen described 
Truman as “beaming with opti- 


election in November and quoted 
him as saying a Democratic vic- 
tory was assured because “we're 
right and they (the Republicans) 
are wrong.” 

The people, he went on, are be- 
ginning to understand what the 
real issues of the campaign are— 
inflation and the housing shortage 
—and that as this understanding 
grows increasing support for the 
Democrats will be forthcoming. 


Advice Against Radio. 


Price and Karsten called on the | 
President to urge him not to con- | 
sider making a campaign by air, 
but to stop as often as possible for 
speeches in communities of every 
size, to meet the people personally 
and bring the issues to them di- 
rectly. They are convinced that 
this is the proper strategy for win- 
ning in November and they said 
the President is of a like mind. 


Price particularly urged Truman 
to. make speeches at “whistle 
stops.” He pofnted out that vil- 
lages were the “backbone of 
America" and that Truman, by 
frequent stops in small communi- 
ties, could “make Senator Taft 
eat his words.” 


Taft, Ohio Repubiican who 
failed in his. bid to obtain his 
party’s presidential nomination, 
referred slightingly during the 
President’s western tour two 
months ago to “whistle. stops,” 
where Truman was greeted by 
enthusiastic crowds. 


(A. United Press dispatch last 
night said J. Howard McGrath, 
Democratic national chairman, 
said Truman’s campaign would be 
made by “railroad, airplane and 
maybe even by Mississippi river 
boat.” 

(The dispatch pointed out that 
as the Democrats were short of 
cash, Truman might make the 
trips for some of his campaign 
speeches in his Army-maintained 
plane, the Independence.) 

Counting on Farmer Votes.

Say Whether He Will

BOMBAY, Aug. 11 (AP)-—Bom- 
bay newspapers unanimously sup- 
ported today the Baroda state leg- 
islature’s demand that its Maha- 
raja. abdicate. 


The thickset Maharaja Prata- 
psinka Geakwar, one of the rich- 
est, men in the world, is accused 
by the legislature .of misusing 
nearly $10,000,000 state funds in a 
six weeks’ round of pleasure last 
spring while “famine is staring us 
in the face.” 

The lawmakers carried the ap- 
peal to the Dominion of India, 
with which Baroda is - affiliated, 
and asked that a regency be in- 
stituted. The 42-year-old Maharaja 
was said to have “forfeited the 
people’s confidence.” 

The Maharaja sailed from New 


York on the liner Queen Elizabeth 
' 


Friday. 
He Scoffs at Charges. 

(When the liner docked at 
Southampton tonight, the Maha- 
raja dodged reporters and sped 
away to London by car. 

(Reached earlier by radiotele- 
phone from London, the Maharaja 
refused to say whether he would 
accede to the demands that he ab- 
dicate. He scoffed at the charges 
he had misused $10,000,000 in state 
funds, and said he planned to fly 
to India soon after his arrival in 
England: 

(The London Star said he would 
fly back to Baroda in a personal 
plane, a DC-3 with powder-blue 
armchairs, a desk, a bar and a 
kitchenette. It was reported wait- 
sen fly him to Paris later to- 


(The Maharaja, accompanied by 
a secretary, spent a week in New 
York visiting friends. He was 
weighted heavily with jewels when 
he sailed for England. He said 
he couldn’t place a value on any 
stone he wore and didn’t even re- 
member where Ite got a gold luck 
charm set with nine precious 
stones. 

(He said he never thought in 
terms of money. He asserted his 
state is the most progressive in 
India, that ‘no famine was in 
prospect there and that the peo- 
ple were happy and contented 
with his government.) 

Case Brought by Premier. 

The case against the Maharaja 
was brought up by Premier Dr. 
Jivraj Mehta. The resolution, 
charging he “misused and mis- 
ret gyitonse & state funds, stated 

while his privy purse 
sealed to more than $1,000,000, 


j he took large loans from the treas- 


ury and then asked the treasury 
to write off some of the loans. 

Dr, Mehta suggested that the 
treasury be reimbursed from the 
Maharaja's “large investments in 
India and abroad.” 

The Maharaja, who has reigned 
since 1939, is reputed to have an 
income of $8,000,000 a year. He 
owns one of the largest racing’ 
stables in England, his horses in-

TRUMAN SIGNS BILL 
FOR 65 MILLION U.N. 
BUILDING FUND LOAN 


President Calls Action U.S. 
Demonstration of Faith 


in United Nations.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11 (UP)— 
President Truman today signed 
legislation for a $65,000,000 loan 
to finance the United Nations 
headquarters in New York City, 


‘The legislation was signed at a 
ceremony attended by Secretary 
of State George C. Marshall,’ top 
U.N. officials, and Congressional 
leaders, 


“The loan demonstrates our 
faith in the future of the United 
Nations,” Truman said, “and ex- 
presses the welcome which that 
organization. finds within our 
country. Moreover, it is another 
example of the solidarity of the 
American people in behalf of our 
national policy of strengthening 
the United Nations and the cause 
of world peace and security for 
which it stands.” 


Mayor William O’Dwyer, who 
also attended the ceremony, said 
he will call a meeting of New 
York’s Board of Estimate next 
week to.begin condemnation pro-; 
ceedings necessary for construc- 
tion. © 

The measure, approved by the 
Senate in June, was passed by the 
House Aug. 5 during the extra 
session. Its passage was demand- 
ed by Truman when he called 
Congress back to the capital.

“I’m not a damn fool,” he said.

“When it was pointed out that 
color of eyes was seldom a basis 
for gamblers’ gifts to law enforce- 
ment officers, Rhule shrugged Mis 
shoulders and smiled.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Aug. 11— 
Clyde Garrison, former gambling 
czar of the Peoria area before the 
Shelton brothers moved into con- 
trol, has been a passenger on a 
number of occasions in the Illi- 
nois Highway Patrol automobile of 
Capt. Thomas £. Murphy, the 
latter said here yesterday. 
The information came in the 
course of an interview here with 
Murphy at State Police headquar- 
ters in the presence of Superin- 
tendent of State Police Harry I. 
Curtis, Assistant Superintendent 
Harry Trautsch and a police sten- 
ographer who made a transcript 
of the conversation. 
The interview had been sought 
following the receipt of informa- 
tion by the Pest-Dispatch at Peo- 
ria, where an investigation is be- 
ing made of alleged police pay- 
offs for gambling protection, that 
Murphy had acted as chauffeur 
and confidant of Garrison for the 
last three years. 

Friends for 10 Years. 
“I have never served as chauf- 
feur for Clyde Garrison,” Murphy 
stoutly maintained, “but I -have 
driven him places in my machine 
and, on the other hand, I have 
ridden in his car on occasions.” 
He went on to explain he and Gar- 
rison had been friends of 10 or 11 
years’ standing and had frequent-. 
ly enjoyed social visits. 
While denying any intimate 
knowledge of Garrison’s gambling 
activities, Murphy admitted he 
knew his friend had gambling in- 
terests and that he was in the 
liquor business in Peoria. 
“T never talked to him about his 
business and he never talked to 
me about mine,” he said. “Gar- 
rison is a nice fellow and has a 
lot of friends. I have been one 
of them.” | 
He acknowledged the rides he 


had given Garrison had been in 
the state police automobile as- 
signed to him. The machine does 
not bear state police insignia. 


Meet at Irregular Intervals. 

When Murphy was asked how 
often, on the average, he had seen 
Garrison in the last several years, 
he laughed. “I can’t say exactly,” 
was his reply. “Sometimes not 
for several weeks—again several 
times a day.” 


Murphy, a member of the de- 
partment since 1941, became cap- 
tain of the Third Battalion two 
years ago. With jurisdiction over 
seven counties, including Peoria 
and Tazewell, where gambling ac- 
tivities are centered, he maintains 
headquarters in Peoria. Before 
joining the department, he operat- 
ed a tavern known as the “Tub” 
outside Springfield, but insisted 
there was no gambling during his 
operations. A stocky, affable man, 
he was a coal miner before taking 
over the tavern. 


Garrison, who was undisputed 
gambling czar of Peoria in the 
1920s, was the object of an ap- 
parent kidnaping attempt by Chi- 
cago gangsters in October, 1930. 
His wife, Cora, was killed and he 
was wounded by machine-gun bul- 
lets when he resisted the attempt. 
Shortly thereafter, he is reported 
to have invited the notorious Shel- 
ton brothers to become his part- 
ners in an effort to halt the en- 
croachment of Chicago under- 
world interests on the lucrative 
Peoria gambling field, 

he partnership was of’ brief 
duration. After a falling out with 
the Sheltons, Garrison retired to 
the liquor business and politics al- 
though he is reported to have re- 
tained some minor gambling in- 
terests. He maintains ‘an office in 
Peoria and is seldom.seen in pub- 
lic without a bodyguard.

Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
who said the Republicans seemed 
bent “on aiding the profiteers and 
not the people,” praised the Treas- 
ury’s interest-boosting action as a 
step in the right direction. 

“By itself,” he said, “that action 
is not going to lower prices but it 
should help by curtailing the pres- 
ent expansion of credit.” 

Defending what he said might 
seem to be a “reluctant attitude” 
on the part of the Treasury, Pep- 
per said he believed the Govern- 
ment hesitated to boost interest 
rates on any of its securities be- 
cause that adds to the cost of 
carrying the national debt.

WATER, SEWER BOND ISSUES 
APPROVED AT FLORISSANT 


Two bond issues for $50,000 
each, one providing for extension 
and improvement of Filorissant’s 
municipal water system, the other 
for extending and improving its 
sewer system, were approved over- | 
whelmingly by voters in that com- 
munity yesterday.

Effective in New York — 
Louisville Cafes Give 
Aid — Price Slump in 
Cleveland. — 


CHICAGO, Aug. 11 (AP)— 
Housewives continued their creep- 
ing boycott against the nation’s 
meat stores today, with varying 
results. 

At Cleveland, O., where no or- 
ganized boycott has developed 
through the chain telephone call 
method used by housewives in 
some cities, meat retailers report- 
ed that prices have slumped 
noticeably because of price resist- 
pnce, 

Frank J, Klinger, president of 
the Retail Meat Dealers’ Associ- 
ation of Cleveland said, “While 
sales always fall off in July and 
August, they have probably fallen 
a shade more than usual in the 
weeks.” 

Meatless Tuesday in Louisville. 

In Louisville, more than 300 
restaurants volunteered to co-oper- 
ate with the boycotters. Carl B. 
Haelin, vice president of the Louis- 
ville Restaurant Association, said 
the association will go back to the 
meatless Tuesday system of meat 
substitutes. 

Louisville effects of the boycott 
were mixed, with some reporting 
no decline and others reporting 
fewer sales. 

Meanwhile Agriculture Depart- 
ment officials in Washington pre- 
dicted that the prospects of a rec- 
ord corn crop will send meat 
prices higher in the near future, 
but it will mean “generally lower 
food prices and a better supply” 
next year. 

They said’ a bumper corn crop 
will mean cheaper feed and farm- 
ers will withhold more animals 
from the market for fattening and 
breeding. 

Strike Effective in New York. 

In New York, Irving Heit, pro- 
prietor of the Sheepshead Food- 
land Market, Brooklyn, said the 
buyers’ strike “is effective, all 
right.” 

“There’s no use staying open,” 
he said. “All butchers ought to 
close down until prices drop... . 
Price control and rationing is the 
only remedy.” 

Mrs. Bess Sniderman, chairman 
of the Detroit Committee to Com- 
bat high prices, said butchers re- 
ported their sales off as much as 
50 per cent since the committee 
began striking with the support of 
civic groups, veterans’ organiza- 
tions and labor unions. She said 
housewives were planning to ex- 
tend the boycott to milk pur- 
chases.

“The general outlook seems to be 
for more inflation, with increased 
tensions and distortions, The out- 
look for your business is continua- 
tion of the relative decline that 
has held since shortly after the 
war.” 

Deming said sales of eating and 
drinking establishments were run- 
ning about $13,000,000,000 a year, 
more than three,times the dollar 
figure of 1939. But he added that 
in 1946 almost 8 cents of the con- 
sumer’s dollar, after taxes, went 
for purchased meals and drinks. 
In 1947 the figure was just over 7 
cents, and a continuance of this 
decline was predicted. 

Deming listed factors tending to | 
continuance and extension of in- | 
flation, and those tending to re- 
strain or moderate the inflation- 
ary tendency. The inflationary 
forces .appeared to him to out- 
weigh the anti- inflationary.

A moderate to light run of 5500 
hogs at National Stockyards today 
kept the hog market strong to 25 
cents a hundredweight higher, 
while cattle and calves were steady 
on light receipts.

NEW MADRID, Mo., Aug. 11. 


ECAUSE the light of his eyes 
has fai Lucian August 


62 years of serving his communi- 
ty, has retired, but because life- 

habits are strong he still goes 
to the city hall, where his son, 
August W., “Little Gus,” has 
taken over in his stead. So dim 
is his vision that men to him are 
as trees that walk and he cannot 
call their names, but when they 
hail him, “Good morning, Mr. 
Gus,” he knows them by the 
sound of their voices and gives 
back their greeting. 

How is Mr. Gus this morning, 
inquire the men who are as walk- 
ing trees, and he tells them he is 
fine, except that his eyes have 
failed him, and yes, it is a mite 
hard to be doing nothing after 62 
years of doing. He is sorry, he 
says, that he has had to give up 
his life work so soon, for he is 
only 86. 

All his life except the first two 
years that he doesn’t remember, 
Richards has lived in New Madrid 
and he knows its pattern so well 
that he can find his way about, 
but he has not yet acquired the 
skill that comes with blindness 
and for his safety his footsteps 
are guided by his son as he walks 
the streets, but at the city hall he 
is as much at home as though he 
could see. Ever since the present 
building was erected in 1904 he 
has been there, rarely missing a 
day, and it has a familiarity that 
serves where vision has failed. 

The first office that Mr. Gus 
held was that of city marshal, the 
one that is now held by Little 
Gus, carrying on the family tra- 
dition. He was first elected in 
April, 1886, and served 38 years 
until 1924, being re-elected every 
two years, opposed only three 
times. In 1900 he was elected 
Collector and served in that capa- 
city concurrently until he resigned 
both offices in 1934, 


When he resigned Mr. Gus had 
it in mind to move to Denver, but 
Mayor S. L. Hunter told him he 
couldn’t go away and leave the 
town flat like that. David Hunter, 
superintendent of the municipal 
light and power company, had 
died and there was nobody to take 
his place unless Mr. Gus would. 
Mr. Gus said all right, if that was 
the way it was, he would stay. 

All the time that Richards had 
been marshal and collector he had 
also been health officer by ap- 
pointment of the City Council and 
was chief of the fire department 
for the same period and street 


commissionér for 10 years. 

It is a matter of satisfaction 
and pride with Mr. Gus that, al- 
though killings by law officers 
are fairly frequent in Southeast 
Missouri towns, he never had to 
kill a man and only wounded one. 
It happened when four men who 
had become disorderly on the 
steamboat Ojity of Providence 
were put off at the New Madrid 
Janding and continued their drink- 
ing and rowdyism on shoré, Some- 
body told them they had better 
watch out or the marshal would 
get them. They said no city mar- 
shal would ever get them. If he 
meddied with them they would 
run him out of town.

HE threat was carried to the 

marshal and he felt it to be his 

duty to go‘and get them. He 
arrested one of them and was tak- 
ing him to the calaboose when the 
fellow broke loose and ran. Rich- 
ards caught him and in the strug- 
gle that ensued, the man trying 
to get the marshal’s pistol, the 
weapon was discharged, the bullet 
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striking the man in the foot. An- 
other bullet caught Mr. Gus in the 
calf of the leg but he paid no at- 
tention to it until he had locked 
up his man, captured another and 
went looking for the other two, 
but they had beat it out of town. 

As marshal Mr. Gus was in a 
good many tight places, but with 
this exception he always managed 
to keep from shooting. It wasn’t 
easy because in the early days 
when the steamboats’ were many 
and they all made landings, New 
Madrid was all that a river town 
Was supposed to be, especially on 
Saturday, when rough characters 
came to town and there was a 
good deal of drunkenness and 
fighting. 

Saturday was such a busy day 
for -the marshal that he never 
thought of going home for his 
meals because a fight might break 
out at any minute and he had 
found there was an advantage in 
being on hand when it started. 
Rarely did he fail to restore order, 
usually without making arrests. 
How he did it he hardly knows 
because he was and is a mild- 
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INISHING an unfinished attic

For our money it would 
be smarter to dispense with some 
of the expensive frills and have 
an adequate number of openings 
installed so that your relatives 
can breathe without benefit of an 
oxygen -tent. This is, of course, 
just a personal observation.
